A FLOATING INFERNO. 


THE HOLD OF AN OCEAN STEAMER AND 
THOSE WHO WORK IN IT. 


The Boiler Room of a Cunarder and the Life 
Led by Those Who Feed the Furnaces—A 
Deadly Calling—Men Who Sacrifice 
Health and Life fora Pittance—Tortures 
Endured During a Storm—An Unhappy 
Class of Men. 


„The saying that one-half the world does 
not know how the otber half lives is nowhere 
so marked as on a great ocean steamer, 
which is a little worid in itself, said William 
A. Arnold of New York to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter at the Southern Hotel to-day. ‘‘My 


ments each of which is listed under the theery | Business requires me to cross the ocean sev- 


eral times every year, but until the last trip, 
which I have just completed, I never knew 
what suffering was undergone by a large num- 
ber of the employes on all steamers. 
When walking the deck I have often 
noticed men standing near the bows 
whose grimy appearance, scant clothing 
and general air of exhaustion attracted 
my momentary attention, but I never 
troubled myself to find out who they were or 
what they did. On my last trip, however, I 
chanced to be unwell and went on deck at 
about 3 o’clock in the morning. 
A FIREMAN’S FUNERAL. 

‘*‘As I was walking up and down I noticed 
three or four men come through the fore- 
hatch, bearing a long object covered with 
coarse sacking. They went to the side 
of the vessel and dropped it overboard in the 
most unceremonious manner. I had some ac- 
quaintance with the man at the wheel, and 
when he was relieved asked him what was the 
meaning of this rather peculiar proceeding. 
‘Oh, that was nothing but a coalheaver being 
thrown overboard,’ was the indifferent reply. 
‘I see that on nearly every trip. My curiosity 


was aroused by this, and the next day I asked 
the engineer to show me through the boiler- 
rooms and explain how the great fires were 
kept up. He readily complied, and together 
we went down along flight of iron steps, and 
after making a descent of what seemed to me 
100 feet, arrived in the boiler-room. I noticed 
as Il went down thatthe air grew thicker and 
thicker; the odor of the bilge water began to 
make itself unmistakably manifest, and the 
temperature rapidly rose, until in the boller- 
room it was almost unbearable. I shall never 
forget the scene I saw there. 
A FIERY SCENE. 

On each side of a narrow gangway were 
about ten huge fires, the red coals glowing 
through the bars of the iron doors. Hurrying 
to and fro, wheeling large, low iron barrows 
full of coal, were some ten or twelve figures 
that looked more like demons than men. 
Those most completely clothed wore nothing 
but a flannel shirt, a pair of trousers and shoes 
mad stockings, while the majority were 
stripped to the waist. The perspiration was 
streaming in rivulets from every part of 
their bodies, heir clothing was sat 
urated, they ere covered from head 
to foot with dust and grime and were alto- 

ether the most unearthly looking human be- 

ngslever set eyes on. When the furnace 

doors were thrown open and the men threw in 
coal with their shovels the coal dust was 
washed from their faces by the floods of per- 
spiration that seemed absolutely to 
rush to the surface in response 
to the fierce heat to which they 
were exposed, and when they again closed 
the doors and were allowed a minute’s res- 
pite I noticed that without exception they 
would lean againstsome convenient support 
and fairly gasp for breath. Although I had 
stationed myself in the coolest position ob- 
tainable I feit myself growing faint from the 
combined effects of the bad air and high tem- 
perature and in less than 15 minutes was 
obliged to return to the deck, where I arrived 
drenched with perspiration. 

**l afterwards had a long conversation with 
the engineer, and asked him how it was pos- 
sible for men to live, let alone do hard work, 
in such an atmosphere. 

They don't live,’ be replied, at least 
not long. I don't know of any calling that is 
so certainly fatal as that of a coalheaver on 
an ocean steamer. We do all we cau to make 
them comfortable, but it is impossible to ren- 
der their condition tolerable. Tne fires must 
be may up and the boilers must be placed 
deep in the hold where thorough ventilation 
cannot by any means whatever be secured. 
We have windsails placed in the most advan- 
tageous positions, but at the best they do lit- 
tle to ameliorate the intense heat and foul air. 

COALHEAVERS IN A STORM. 

Ons would think we did nothing at all, but 
this opinion would be changed wy a visit to 
the boiler room during a storm. hen a head 
or quartering sea is running, which breaks 
over the deck, it is necessary to close the 
hatehes and take down the wind sails. Then 
the condition of the eoalheavers is almost 
unbearable, The confined air becomes 
thoroughly dried and heated at 120 or 130 de- 
— The odors are almost overpowering, 

four after hour the condition of affairs be- 
comes worse, and after the first day the boiler 
room becomes a veritable chamber of torture. 
The men fe about their work gasping for 
breath and it is no uncommon thin for Teens 
to drop senseless to the floor, 
shovel in hand, when the fuanace door is 
opened, and I have seen at least a dozen men 
who were picked up dead. But there can be 
no relief, as the vessel must on at all 
hazards, and the death or disabling of one 
means extra workfor others. The men are 
divided into three eight-hour shifts on start- 
ing on & Voyage, but I never crossed the 
ocean without having at ledst haif a dozen 
coal-heavers on the sick list, the consequence 
of which is that many more than tne regular 
eight hours of work arerequired. We cannot 
— in cases of absolute necessity, call 

ors for assistance, as the 
refuse to this work.’ ‘ .

The Woman Question Laid Aside—Commit- 
tees Appointed by the Bishop. 


NEw YorRK, May 5.—The interest in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal General Conference increases 
daily. To-day there was alarger audience 
presont than on any previous day of the con- 
ference. Bishop J. F. Hurst presided and 
the religious services were conducted 
by Rev. J. D. Wilson of South Caro- 
lina. A woman seated in the first box 


on the second tier arose at the conclusion 
of the singing of the hymns and said: ‘‘Can 
I have the privilege ofsaying afew words?’’ 
All eyes wereturned toward her. She was 
about 40 years of age, fashionably dressed 
and evidently suffering from hysteria. Chap- 
lain McCabe led her out of the Opera-house.

Gen. Fiske 
contended that there was nothing inthe law 
of the church which saysa lay delegate shall 
not bea woman. It would be revolutionary 
to turn the women out by a vote of 
the General Conference, and the church 
could not afford to exclude them. It was fool- 
ish to say that if women are accepted men 
would be excluded, andif half of the lay 
and clerical delegation were women the 
body might be a great deal better than it is. 
No lawyer would deny the right of the 
women to seats in the conference, for 
the law of the church entitles them to 
admission. Are we 80 cowardly,’’ asked 
Gen. Fiske, ‘‘that we would refuse to admit 
women for fear that she would fill the place 
of a man?“ 
Rev. A. J. Kynett of Upper Iowa, Secretary 
of the Church Extension Society, favored the 
admission of women, and said that Baptists 
and Congregationalists admitted them to 
their conferences. 

Rev. D. H. Moore of the Colorado Confer- 
ence contended that women should not be ad- 
mitted. 

In closing, Dr. Moore offered a substitute to 
all the previous substitutes to the effect that 
as the eligibility of women as lay 
delegates had been challenged on 
constitutional grounds it was of the utmost 
importance that no doubt should exist in re- 
gardtothe introduction of women without 
giving interpretation to the rule of 
the church and disclaiming. all intention 
of establishing a precedent by the action 
now proposed by the resolution. The sub- 
stitute further provided that during the month 
of October, 1890, a general election shall be 
held in each church and that all of the mem» 
bers be called upon to vote either for or 
against the admission of women 
lay delegates. The election shall be 
under the directionof the preacher, and if it 
is determined by this vote to admit 
women the second restriction rule shall 
be amended so as to read ‘‘men or women.’’ 
Should the majority of the church be in favor 
of the admission of women as lay des- 

ates, then the General Conference in 

892 can complete the change. The substitute 
bore the signatures of David Moore, Benjamin 
St. James Fry and Wm. Swindele. 

Unexpectedly Rev. A. C. Pendleton moved 
the previous question. The motion was re- 
corded and it looked as if the question 
would be settled then and there. Consider- 
able excitement existed while the vote was 
being taken. When the announcement was 
made it was discovered that the motion was 
lost. The vote stood 132 ayes, 187 nays. 
Rev. W. N. McElroy of Illinois was in favor of 
the women, while Rev. D.

It Owes Its Existence to Indianapolis Push, 
and is a Thrifty Institution. 


The College Daily News is still an im- 
portant factor In student life at Yale College, 
and it is a publication in which a number of 
Indianapolitans have a lively interest. It was 
started some years ago by two wealthy young 
students who published it a few days and tir- 
ing of the labor and possibly the expense 
they resolved upon its discontinuance, 


Merrill Moores of this city was 
a student in Yale at the time, and, 
having a number of greivances which he 
thought he would like to air, he sought the 
year of trying his hand toward making 
the enterprise go, and the burden was 
eagerly shifted to his shoulders. He ran it 100 
days without assistance of any sort, the re- 
ceipts each day meeting the expenditures. It 
was alittle thing, something like a theater pro- 
gramme in size, but Merrill sagely concluded 
from the number of rows engendered 
it was ‘‘meaty,’’ and there was nothing too 
weighty but what he had a shy at it, from the 
silver bill pending in Congress to matters at- 
fec management of the colleges, not 
sage advice for the faculty.

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short | JAY GOULD’S SLICK SCHEME TO GAIN THE 


INTERNATIONAL. 


A Queer Tale of Two Boards of Directors 
Made Up of the Same Men—One Board 
Votes Its Railroad to the Other—How 
Gould Attempted to Get Possession of a 
Valuable Property—The Railway Mag- 
nate Enjoined—Genera! News. 


New YORK, May 5.—The Times publishes the 
following: Jay Gouid, Russell Sage and the 
other officers of the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Oo. and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway 
—each Board of Directors is composed sub- 
stantially of the same people and each is cons 
trolled by Mr. Gould—had a disagreeable sur- 
prise party yesterday afternoon, when they 
were served with an order to show cause why 
they should not be made to halt in their en- 
deavors to get absolute control of the Inter- 
national & Great Northern Railroad, and sever 
it from its owner, the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas. 

The order was procurred from Judge Barrett 
yesterday, in Supreme Court Ohambers, by 
Simon Sterne, who, with E. Eliery Anderson, 
is the counsel for Wm. Landon Bull and Wm. 
Martinsen, who represent a majority of the 
stockholders of the Missouri, Kangas & Texas. 
Mr, Martinsen represents the stockholders in 
Amsterdam, Holland, who own about 150,000 
shares, and Mr. Bull represents the owners of 
about 100,000 shares in New Tork. There are 
in all about 464,000 shares, so they control a 
clear majority. 

AFPTER THE ANNUAL ELECTION 
of thecompany on May 16 they purpose to 
oustthe Gould Board and put the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas in their own hands. With the 
order to show cause Judge Barrett granted a 
temporary injunction restraining Mr. Gould 
and his associates from in any way ‘‘monkey- 
ing“ with the stock or securities of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas or of the International 
& Great Northern, or with in any way chang- 
ing the status of either company until after 
the annual election.. And they are ordered to 
show cause, in addition, why the acta in re- 
lation thereto that they have recently done 
should not be declared void for illegality. 

Mr.Gouldand his associates want te get eon - 
trol of this International & Great Northern. 
They began on April 3. Without giving the 
majority of the stockholders of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas any notice of their intentions 
the Gould members of the Board of Directors 
of the Missouri Pacific met and passed a reso- 
lution reciting thatthe Missouri Pacific had 
advanced about $800,000 on account of the In- 
ternational & Great Northern and asked for 
security. Accordingly, the directors of the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas voted—it must not 
be forgotten that the Board of Directors of 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas and of the Mis- 
seuri Pacific are practically the same 
and made two notes, one of $289,000 and the 
otner of $520,000, representing the amount of 
the alleged advances. They are delivered to 
the Missouri Pacific directors as security—that 
is, they delivered to themselves—$l1 ,050,000 of 
6 per cent bonds of the International & 
Great Northern. The Missouri Pacific Board 
of Directors also passed another resolution, 
reciting that a large number of suits had been 
brought in different States for land and other 
claims against the Missouri, Kansas

eeeded to borrow from the Mercantile Co. 
Jay Gould, Russell Sage and Henry G. Mar- 


quand gave their notes for the money and the 
stock, bonds and notes were deposited in 
the Mercantile Trust Oo The 

Trust Oo., it is understood, does not claim to 
hold this property as collatcral fer the loans, 
Gould’s, Sage’s and Marquand’s signatures 
being considered — sufficient. It was not 
until last Tuesday or Wednesday that Messrs. 
Bull and Martinsen of the committee of the 
majority stockholders of tne Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas learned of these transactions and that 
about all the shares and bonds of the 
International & Great Northern had passed 
into the control of Gould without the payment 
ofacentofmoney. They also learned of an- 
other step inthescheme. The Board of Di- 
rectors of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas and 
of the International & Great Northern—that Is 
to say, Jay Could’s board—had met and had 
hurriedly agreed to cancel the lease of the In- 
ternational & Great Northern to the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas.

placed in the name of Jay Gould, 
and had come under the control of the 
Missouri Pacific, which he controls, 
and by the abrogation of the lease the last 
hold which they had upen their 3 ae 
been taken away from them.

Racked by Enermous Capital—Forcing. 


Down the Purchasing Pries and 
Yorcing Up the Selling Price—What St. 
Louls Should Do-A Scheme to Get Low 
Raves. 


ynere ig much more in the question of bulld- 
jag new stock yards in St. Louis than can be 
poen at a glance. 

It is agreed among all classes in interest as 
to the necessity of them to the absolute saving 
of the St. Louis stock market. The stock 
yards on the East side are a blicht on the 
market. They are controlled, apparently, in 
the interest of certain Eastern railroads and 
in the interest of the stock monopoly of Chi- 
cago. There is en enormous dressed - beef house 


in the National Stock Yards with a capacity of 


1,000 head of cattle a day, and yet it is doing a 


business of not more than 200 head a day, just 


enough to cover the business of St. Louis and 


the territory immediately surrounding this 


city. It does not attempt to enter into compe- 
tition with the packers and dressers of 
Chicago. It is asserted by railroad aad 
cattlemen that this dressing establishment is 
not run for the money that is lu ft ox to help 
the St. Louis market, but simply to keep any 
one independent of the monopoly out of the 


field. It ie asserted that Allerton, who was 


at one time one of the heaviest buyers in this 
market, took it, and runs jt for this purpose. 
All of de heavy buyere who were at one time 
in thb market—and twenty names could be 
mentoned—are now out of it and are gone.
